Julian, who 
lived in the second century and was 
greatly struck with the wonderful 
progress of the early church, affirmed 
that the secret of that progress was

miraculous doctrine pro- 


claimed, but the daily charity dis- 
played. Those of you who are stu- 
dents of early '„ church history well 
know how fully Julian's statements 
are corroborated. The bishops then 
were those who cared for the poor and 
anxiously provided for the slave in 
the hour of his dire extremity. Their 
homes 
were "social settlements." 


How is the 
otTice of bishop degen- 


erated! When we hear of their in- 
stitutional churches-—churches who 
seek to help and interest the young 
and advance the cause of the working 
classes, to uplift by social as well as 
religious means the masses of our 
people, we hear simply of churches in 
the 
apostolic succession, who are 


trying to fulfil their duty in more 
than part. To my mind a church 
can never be said to do its duty when 
its doors are open only on the Sabbath 
What a glorious opportunity has this 
Sixth Street church for institution 
work—the most 
centrally 
located 


church building in the city, possess- 
ing every natural advantage for be- 
ing a center of social work, 'whcie thf. 
young men and women ot: the city 
coulO come under the influence of 
refining social influences—a reading 
room, gymnasium clubs, reading cir- 
cles open every evening of the week, 
showing to passers-by that a church 
is more than a Sunday shrine or a 
sepulcher." 
"I 
charge you," said 


the preacher,with energy, "never let 
a church get so far towards heaven 
that you cannot reach the hand of 
those beneath you."

Soldiers Are Kept on Cots in Tents 


While Empty Houses Abound in 


the Neighborhood. 


A letter, received from a Ports- 


mouth boy who was detached fo.r hos- 
pital duty in Porto Rico gives some 
interesting facts concerning the treat- 
ment of the sick soldiers.. The letter 
alluded to is a priavte one, but an ex- 
tract was given the Times. 
For ob- 


vious reasons the name of the writer 
is suppressed. Among other things 
the writer says: 


"I nursed one night in the hospital 


from ten o'clock until six and I was 
very glad to get away from the 
patients, as some of them are very 
hard to please. In the ward where I 
was there were thirty patients and 
fourteen of them had typhoid fever. 
The same ratio of typhoid case pre- 
vails throughout the three hundred 
patients. 


"I was surprised after being con- 


nected with the hospital for some 
time to find out the condition of 
affairs. It seems that when a patient 
cnmes here he is expected to 
die. 


They .mix up a lot of dope every 
morning, and no matter what is the 
matter with them, they all get it 
every four hours. 
Any person with 


common sense knows that this is 
wrong. There is also a great howl 
here about keeping the sick soldiers 
in tents when there are so many 
empty houses in the neighborhood. 
There is also much dissatisfaction 
among the main officers on the island 
and they buck each other in every 
way."This is a wonderful country and 
in a few years it will' surely be a 
Paradise, for it is green the year 
round. When Uncle Sam sends some 
of his eager workers and plenty of 
money tilings will be as fine as'Silk. 


"We get fresh meat here occasional- 


ly, but when you sink your toeth into 
it and allow the muscles of your 
mouth to relax, your jaws fly^apart 
like a steel trap. " I think that after 
the oxen are worked until they can't 
work any longer they hit them in the 
head with a tack hammer and kill 
them for poor soldiers."
